declared. 


United States In Line. 
Turning his words to the polit- 


ical situation In the United States, 
the speaker declared that the 1D2S 
election showed that the United 
States is also undergoing political 
changes.

Before presenting the speaker, 


Mr. Fillers declare'd that gradua- 
tion from the

school is not merely an indication 
of one, two or four years' work, 
bat it means a student has fulfill- 
ed the requirements of a well or- 
panized course of study planned 
from his entrance into the 
first 
grade to the culmination of his 
secondary education, upo,n receiv- 
ing his High school diploma. 
Compliments City Schools. 
In keeplnp; with his announced 


subject, Dr. Williams complimented 
.the Corsicana public schools, and 
concluded that they are the result 
of efforts of people with far vis- 
ion. In this connection the speak- 
er pointed out briefly the respon- 
sibility of public schools in keeping 
children five days a week, and of 
training them in the principles of 
right living. 
Taking his text from the Old 


Testament, "Where there la no vis- 
Ion people perish," Rev. Williams 
quoted Dr. Eliot as saying: "An 
edudated man 
is one who can 
see." He further explained that 
obviously the 
American Indians 
saw little more in this country 
than a place to hunt and live, and 
then contrasted their evaluation of 
America with that of the Pilgrim 
fathers who looked upon it as not 
only a place to live, but as a 
place to build a great civilization, 
and consequently laid the founda- 
tion for the great nation of today. 
Business Outgrowth ^Vision 


All big business, he went on, is 
the outgrowth of visions dreamed 
by remarkably 
foreslghted men, 


who looked upon the present as « 
means of creating a greater fu- 
ture. 
"Unfortunate is the young 


person who does not plan for the 
future, and who is contented to 
remain static, and not attempt to 
rise above his present state," Rev. 
Williams asserted. 
Harking back to the birds-eye 


view of political conditions in the 
world today, ag^-pointed out by 
the valedictorian, the speaker said 
the political, as well as economic, 
and social aspects of life today 
offer great 
challenges 
to 
the 


youth. 
Much has already 
been 


done, but much remains to be 
done. Rev. Williams went on, and 
years hence people' will look back 
on you as the "pioneers of 1931." 


Agriculture in its various phases 
as a challenge to young people 
was next described by the speaker 
as a broad field of endeavor. 
In 
this connection he asserted that a 
large percent of farms are culti- 
vated by tenant farmers, who are 
living in miserable circumstances, 
and summarized this as a chal- 
lenge that must be met by the 
youth.Must KecUscoyer God 


The Rev. Mr. William* quoted 


Thomas A. Edison as saying: "The 
next discovery must be a rediscov- 
ery of God, if there is a God," 
and then explained that Stelnmetz 
and Edison

spiritually enough to offset the 
fast pace set by the former. This 
condition he likened to a child 
behind the wheel of a powerful 
automobile, that would do seri- 
ous damage If not properly con- 
trolled. 


If people frown on time-tested 


truths, the speaker continued, they 
will reap a bad harvest. He furth- 
er commented: "Vision properly 
equips a youth to wisely invest his 
life," and urged the graduates to 
prepare for a life of service to 
others, rather than one for purely 
selfish gain. 
This statement was 


garnished with an example known 
to many Corsicana people. 
Ho 
said Dr. Bagby, a former pastor 
of the Baptist church here, went 
alone, and unwanted to Brazil, 
and has already seen in the harv- 
est of his work the establishment 
of 500 churches with 30,000 peo- 
ple in regular attendance; numer-

students; and the general attitude

tive. Heating and Ventilation. 


The heating plant, installed by 


C. A. Mullin local plumbing and 
heating contractor, is the latest 
design in heating and ventalating 
public buildings. The boiler room 
is located in the basement under 
the shower and locker room. The 
storage room for coal adjoins the 
boiler room, but projects from the 
building line and has two open- 
ings level with the yard grade so 
trucks may unload directly to coal 
room. 
There is also a hoist for 


removing ashes and cinders. 
The 


boiler, one of the late type of low 
pressure heating boilers, has a 
rating or 13,500 square feet of ra- 
diation and weighs 42,000 pounds. 


The vacuum pump operated by 


electricity is also located in the 
boiler room. 
This pump by cre- 


ating vacuum on the radiators, 
steam and return mains give a 
very rapid circulation of the steam 
from the boiler to all radiators, 
and when you consider that the 
farthest radiator from the boiler 
is over 500 feet, nearly two city 
blocks, it is realized that a very 
rapid 
circulation 
is 
necessary. 


This pump also exhausts the air 
from the system into the smoke 
stack and the water from the con- 
densed steam is returned to the 
boiler. It will not be necessary to 
add water to the boiler more than 
two or three times a month as the 
water loss will be very small. 


Six Separate Circuits. 


*The system is divided into six 


separate circuits which makes it 
posj bl e to h eat a ny part or all 
the building by operating the con- 
trol valves located above the boil- 
er. The water for showers, sinks, 
and lavatories, is also heated by 
steam from the boiler and the 
temperature of the" water is con- 
trolled by an automatic valve lo- 
cated in the steam main. 
The 


boiler and steam mains are insul- 
ated to prevent loss of heat where 
heat is not needed. 


Also located in the boiler room 
is the automotic air compressor, 
air tanks and switches to con- 
trol 
the thermostat 
and valves 


that controls the temperature of 
each class room, 
office, library, 


etc. The thermostat is usually pet 
at 68 degrees and when the air 
in the room reaches that point the 
radiHtor cuts off automatically un- 
til the temperature 4rops one de- 
gree and then it cuts back on. 


The wall type of radiation is 
used in all class rooms same is 
hung under windows on the out- 
side walls, this type of radiation 
distributes the heat more evenly 
than the floor type.

LEAGUE NATIONS 
COUNCIL FORMALLY 


INVITES NATIONS 


WORLD POWERS ASKED TO 


CONVENE FEB. 2, 1932, 


FOR CONFERENCE 


GENEVA, Jan. 24.—UP) 


—The Council of the Lea- 
gue of Nations today form- 
ally invited the governments 
of the world to assemble for 
general disarmament con- 
ference Feb. 2, 1932. 


The date was designated as the 


first Tuesday after the session of 
the council in January,' 1932, which 
will begin Jan. 25 and last about a 
week. Geneva was, designated con- 
ditionally aa the place for the con- 
ference. 
The city finally chosen must give 
guarantees for satisfactory enter- 
tainment of the delegations, the 
press, and the public. 
The president of the conference 


will be appointed at the May coun- 
cil session, which also wiil name 
finally the place where it will be 
held. 
In a short address before the 


council today Julius Curtius, Ger- 
man foreign 
minister, 
declared 
that the 
draft 
convention con- 


structed by the preparatory dis- 
armament convention must not be 
considered as binding upon the 
general 
conference. 


Aristide Briand, French foreign 
minister, replying called attention 
to this German 
reservation, de- 


claring that the preparatory com- 
misison's work must not be re- 
garded as negligible. If debate is 
reopened on various principles al- 
ready decided the possibility of 
success of the conference dwindles 
said. 


Russia Objects to 


Dawes or Hughes 


MOSCOW, Jan. 24.—OP)—Hostil- 
ty to the selection 
of Charles 
3ates Dawes or Charles Evans 
Hughes as chairman of next year's 
world disarmament conference was 
expressed today by the newspaper 
[zvestia in an editorial asserting 
:hat "international anti-soviet ele- 
ments are intriguing" to elect a 
chairman from a country unfriend- 
y to Russia.1 


The soivet union, the newspaper 
says, is not obliged to recognize 
any chairman not approved by the 
soviet government* and intimates 
that antagonistic elements are at 
work to keep Russia out of the 
conference. 
"It reminds us," ^the 
editorial says, "of a former con- 
ference held at Geneva at a time 
when the soviet union had boy- 
cotted Geneva." 
As for Aristide Briand's pan- 


Duropean federation, Izvestia says, 
t appears to be an attempt by 
European 
capitalists to form a 


united front against soviet Rus- 
sia and the 
United 
States of 


America. 
"This conference," says the edi- 
orial, "is generally 
believed in 
Russia to have the aim of forming 
a 
bloc 
of 
capitalistic 
powers 
against the United States and the 
soviet union. 
It is not our duty 
o defend America. 
Let Mr. Hoo- 


•er do that." 
Referring to the invitation to 


Russia to participate in economic

"flight" would take place. Author- 
ities had maintained: the closest 
secrecy regarding Gandhi's release 
as a precaution against demon- 
strations 
by his followers. 


All day and all night crowds in 
which there were many women 
waited outside the jail hoping for 
a fleeting glimpse of'the man who 
would lead India's 32t),000,000 out 
of the shadow of British rule and 
into the 
full 
light of 
freedom. 
They were disappointed. 


Gandhi's last act before leaving 
the prison where he has H, : 
since last May was to hand Mayor 
J. • R. Martin, the superintendent, 
a written statement in which, it 
was understood, he thanked him 
for his considerate treatment. 


This gesture was not unexpect- 
ed, for since the beginning of his 
incarceration Gandhi has occupied 
several large rooms opening on 
the courtyard garden.

The Mahatma spent today

ure from prison 
was imminent, 
had gathered outside its gates and 
sat patiently on their haunches in 
the scorching sun in the hope that 
their hero and idol would emerge 
after his eight months of incar- 
ceration.

writ.ing as well as spelling. 
Often 


a good speller is a poor writer and 
it is necessary to coach such con- 
testants in plain writing. 
Every 


letter in a spelling paper must be 
clearly legible.
